LY SR Mx, Dominion of Wales; And upon the Humble Petition of the ſaid Maſter, Wardens and 
VI. Sd Cas "5 Allitants, repzeſenting to him the great Miſchicks and irreparable Damage Which 
would inevitably fall upon His Subjects by the loſs of ſo great a Trade and Pyſtery, by 
reaſon that teveral £ercyant-Strangers and Foꝛeigners were labouring to Purchaſe Frames to convey them to ſome 
cret places near the Sea-Coaſt, foꝛ their better and moze eaſle Tranſpoꝛtation, His ſaid Majeſty, by His Royal Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, bearing date the Fifteenth day of January in the Seventeenth year of His Reign, did ſtrictly pꝛohibit the 
Tranſpoztation of the ſaid New Jnvented Frames, oꝛ any parcel thercof beyond the Seas; And We being infozmed 
thercof by the Humble Petition of the ſaid Maſter, Wardens and Aſſiſtants, paying that We Would be Gzacioufly 
plicaſed, foz pꝛeler vation of ſo Conſiderable a Trade and Myſtery withen this Pur Kingdom, to iſſue fozth Dur 
Royal Pꝛoclamation foz the ſame purpoſes ; We, by the Advice of Our Pꝛivy Council, have thought fit to declare 
Pur Royal Mill and Plcaſure to be, and We do hereby ſireightly Charge and Command all and every of Dur Sub⸗ 
jects, as well Natives as Foreigners, that they pꝛeſlume not to Tranſpozt oz cauſe to be Tranſpozted any of the ſaid 
New J:vented Frames, oz any pieces oz parcels of Frames, noz to be A:ding 02 Aliiting to any Perſon oz Perſons 
who ſhit endeavour to Tranſpozt the ſame, as they will anſwer: the contrary at their utmoſt Perils, And, foꝛ the 
better hindꝛance and pzevention of the Tranſpoztation of fuch Frames, and pieces oz parcels of Frames, Me do fur⸗ 
ther hereby ſtreightly Charge and Command, That no Frames oz pieces oꝛ parcels of Frames, thall be bought, ſold, oz 
removed by any. Perſon oz Perſons whatſoever, from place to place, without infozmation thereof be firſt given to the 
Waſter, Wardens and Aſſiſtants of the ſaid Company of Frame-Wwozk knittcrs, oz any thzee of them, oz their De⸗ 
puties, to the intent they may take Cogaizance where and in whoſe hands they be. And, that Dur Mill and Pleaſure 
herein declared, may be the better obſerved and executed, ue do further ſtreightly Charge and Command all Cuſto⸗ 
mers, Comptrollers, Searchers, Waiters, and other Officers and Miniſters whatſoever, attending in anyof Our 
Poꝛts, that they do from time to time cauſe diligent and ſtrict Search any, Enquiry to be made foz all ſuch Frames, 
and pieces and parcels of Frames, as ſhall be endeavoured to be Tranſpozted, and the lame to ſeize and detein, un⸗ 
Der pain of fozfeiting their reſpective Places and Implopments, in caſe they (hould be found negligent oz remils in 
the execution of theſs Pur Commands. And Me do further Charge and Command all Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Juſtices 
of the Peace, Conſtables, and all other Officers, Civil and Military whatſoever, that they be Aiding and Alliſting 
from time to time unto the ſaid Maſter, Wardens, and Aſſiſtants, oz their Deputies, in the Searching foz all ſuch 
Frames, and pieces and parcels of ſuch Frames, as ſhall be endeavoured to be Tranſpozted, oz ſhall be bzought unto 
any place near the Sca Coaſts, with intention to Tranſpozt the ſame, oz ſhall be removed from place to place con⸗ 
trary to Dur Pleaſure herein befoze declared, and in cauſing the ſame to be ſeized and deteined: And that they do 
from time to time Certifie unto the Lozds of Our Pzivy Council, the Names of all ſuch Perſons whom they ſhall
